***instructed Commissioner 
Reeves to check into the prob- 
lem of the lights and water in 
the Mt, Pleasant voting hall 
being cut off, The utilities 
were disconnected when the 
school was closed;

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Whenever we think w 
Christmas, we always think of 


giving and getting gifts. But 
did you ever get a gift that 
was totally unexpected? 
Sometimes a gift is un- 
expected because of 
the nature of the gift it- 
self. When I wus in college, 


an aunt and uncle who always 
gave me something gave mea 
generous check for Christmas, 
This was an unexpected, but 
very welcome gift! I believe 
we get more joy of Christmas 
from giving unexpected gifts 
to those who cannot repay us 
than we ever get from ex- 
changing gifts. 

As we give and receive 
remember that our gifts are 
symbols of that first and best 
Christmas gift, ‘‘God so loved 
the world that he gave his only 
begotten son,.,’’ And truly this 
greatest gift was an unex- 
pected gift as far as many 
ple were concerned. 

Jesus was unexpected by 
some because they did not ex- 
pect a Messiah at all, The 
Old Testament clearly fore- 
told his coming. But people 
in his day, as in ours, dis- 
counted the promises of the 
Bible as wishful thinking and 
did not expect him. 

But Jeses was unexpected 
for a second reason. Many, 
if not most, of the Jews lived 
in expectation of a Messiah. 
But they had definite precon- 
ceived ideas of what this Meas- 
siah should be, and Jesus sim- 
ply did not fill their descrip- 
tion. 

They expected a man of 
sorrows. But Jesus, for all 
his burdens, was a joyful man. 
He provided more wine for a 
wedding feast, The little child- 
ren flocked=@round him. He 
was criticige@d because must 
of his friendS were not the 
sanctimonious sort, Even 
on the nigt®eie was betrayed, 
he said, “‘Let not your hearts 
be troubled,” 

They expected a mighty 
warrior, but he was the Prince 
of Peace. The Jews had been 
under foreign rule for mure 
than 590 years. They were a 
proud people; God’s ow elect 
nation, and they wanted to once 
more rule themselves and be- 
come a world power. When 
they read of a coming 


Messiah, they pictured a gen- 
eral on a_ white horse, some- 
one like skexander the 
Great. ButJesus would 
not raise & haha to defend e- 
ven himself’ He talked of lov- 
ing enemies “and turning the 
other cheek, and he emphatic- 
ally turned down the ancient 
crown of David. His only 
claim was to lead a myster- 
ious spiritual kingdom. They 
wanted an earthly king sitting 
on a throne in Jersusalem, 
He wanted to be the king of 
all men’s hearts, 


John says of Jesus, ‘‘He 
came unto his own, and his 
ow received him not.’ Now 


we can see why this was so. 
They had read their own 
desires and expectations into 
God’s promise, Jesus won- 
derfully fits man’s needs, but 
did not fit their expectations 
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And what about us? Do 
we want to take Jesus on our 
own terms, to bend him and his 
message to fit our owa pre- 
conceptions? Or are we will- 
ing to be open and submissive, 
and to seek to have the mind 
of Christ in ss? Only as 
we do this can we truly re- 
ceive Him and make Him 
King of our lives,

BISCUITS ON A COLD MORNING 


Mom's kitchen was on the 
first levei of the big two- 
Storied house we lived in when 
I was growing up. She got up 
early--4 a,m.--every morning 
in the cookstove, 

One task I had as a young- 
ster wus cutting kindling for 
Mom to build a fire, and my 
brother, Leroy, carried in 
coal, Once when I forgot to 
cut kindling, Dad got me up 
at 4 a.m. Getting out of a 
warm hed into the cold winter 
air seemed to help my mem- 
ory because I never forgot to 
cut kindling again! 

Often the noises Mom made 
preparing breakfast awakened 
me, I usually stayed in bed 
until she called for the child- 
ren to get up, but the smell 
of biscuits baking and bacon 
frying made me hungry, 

Whea she called for us to 
get up, we rolled out onto the 
cold floor which was enough 
of a shock to get our blood 
circulating good! My brother 
and I slept in a four-poster 
bed and at night, we put our 
clothes for the next day on one 
of the bottom posts. If the 
cold floor didn’t start us mo- 
ving, slipping into cold blue 
jeans did the job, 

Then it was dowustairs for 
oreakfast! We a'l sa‘ ata large 
table except for one sister, 
Cleada Faye, Mom always 
said Cleada was cold-natured 
cause she never sat at the ta- 
ble. Her favorite spot was 
near the cook stove, Cleada 
put her plate on the warmer 
of the stove and ate standing 
up. 

Breakfast consisted of bis- 
cuits, gravy, sausage or bacon 
and coffee. I can’t remember 
when I started drinking coffee, 
but I must have sipped it as 
a baby, since I’ve always liked 
the beverage, 

Mom made her biscuits the

“squeezed” them out. Mom 
kneaded the dough in the flour 
until it was the right consis- 
tency. Then she squeezed off 
just the right amount of dough 
to make a biscuit, We called 
them ‘‘catheads” because they 
were just about that size! 

Mom then patted the dough 
and placed them on a flat bak- 
ing sheet, Her hot stove baked 
the biscuits until they were per- 
fect--steaming on the inside 
with a light brown crust on the 
outside, 

Just thinking about it brings 
back a lot of memories, and 
1 can almost taste biscuits on 
a cold morning!

ORDINANCE 1977-1 


AN ORDINANCE 

BE (T ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF ELBA, ALABAMA, ~ AS 
FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Establishment of 
Municipal Court. That therebe 
and there is hereby established 
effective December 27, 1977, a 
Municipal Court for the City 
of Elba, Alabama, pursuant to 
the provisions of Act 1205, 
1975 Regular Session of the 
Alabama Legislature, 

Section 2. Jurisdiction. The 
Municipal Court of the City of 
Elba, Alabama, shall have 
jurisdiction of all prosecutions 
for the breach of ordinances of 
the muncipality within its cor- 
porate limits and police juris- 
diction, This jurisdiction shall 
also extend to all prosecutions 
for violations of state misde- 
meanors committed within the 
corporate limits and police jur- 
isdiction of the municipality 
where such offenses have been 
made offenses against the mun- 
icipality. 

Section 3. Time and Place of 
Holding Court. The Municipal 
Court of the City of Elba, Ala- 
bama, shall hold court at such 
time and place as the governing 
body may determine with the 
advice of the municipal judge. 

Section 4, Provisions for 
Judge. 

A The Municipal Court shall 
consist of one municipal judge 
to be appointed by a vote ofa 
majority of the members elect- 
ed or appointed to the municipal 
governing body. The judge shall 
be appointed for a term of two 
years. The municipal judge 
shall be eligible for reappoint- 
ment upon the expiration of his 
term. He shall hold office 
uhtil his successor is ap- 
pointed and qualified, 


B. The municipal judge must 
be licensed to practice law in 
the State “of Alabama and must 
be a qualified elector ‘of the 
State of Alabama, No judge 
shall be otherwise employed 
in any capacity by the muni- 
cipality during his term of 
office, 


+ C, The office of the muni- 
cipal judge shall be vacant if 
he dies, resigns, or-isremoved 
and vacancies shall be filled

by the municipal governing body, 
in the same manner as origi- 
nal appointments are made, 
Any person SO appointed 
Shall be eligible to serve two 
years from the date of app- 
ointment, 


D, The municipal judge 
Shall, before assuming office, 
take and sign the oath provided 
by the Constitution and a copy 
thereof shall be filed in the 
office of the secretary of state, 
the administrative director of 
courts and the clerk of the 
municipality, 


E. The municipal judge shall 
be subject to all grounds of 
disqualification from hearing 
specific cases applicable to 
circuit court judges. 


Section 5, Compensation of, 
Judge.The annual salary of the 
municipal judge of the City of 
Elba, Alabama, is hereby fixed 
at 150 Dollars and shall be 
payable in twelve equal monthly 
installments, This salary shall 
not be diminished during the 
judge’s term of office. Any 
general increase in the com- 
pensation of all or substantially 
all municipal employees shall 
be applied proportionately to 
the salary of the municipal 
judge. 

Section 6. Powers of the 
Court. 

A, The Municipal Judge shall 
have the power to admit to bail 
any person charged with the 
violation of any municipal ord- 
inance by requiring an appear- 
ance bond, with good security, 
to be approved by the municipal 
judge or his designee in an 
amount not to exceed five hun- 
dred dollars ($500.00) and may, 
in his discretion, admit to bail 
such persons on a personal 
recognizance bond con- 
ditioned on the appearance 
of such persons 
before him on a day named 
therein to answer the charges 
preferred against them. 

B, The Municipal Judge shall 
have the authority to punish 
any person convicted of violat- 
ing any municipal ordinance 
with a fine of not more than 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
and/or a sentence of imprison- 
ment or hard labor for a 


period not exceeding six 
(6) months; _—_ provided, how- 
ever, that no fine 


or sentence of imprisonment 
shall exceed the maximum fine 


.or sentence provided >y the city 


ordinance violated nor shall the 
fine or sentence exceed the 
maximum fine and sentence 
provided for violation of a 
substantially similar offense 
under State law. The penalty 
imposed on a corporation shall 
consist of the fine only, plus 
costs of court, 

C, The Municipal Judge in 
his judgment may provide that 
if a fine and costs are not paid 
within the time prescribed, the 
defendent, unless indigent, shall, 
work out the amount of the 


_judgment. under the direction 


of the municipal authority al- 
lowing not less than ten 
dollars ($10.00) for each 
day’s service, 

D, Upon each conviction in 
municipal court for a violation 
of any ordinance of the City 
of Elba, Alabama, there shall 
be taxed against the defendant 
as court costs the sum of ten 
dollars ($10.00), andthere shall 
also be taxed as costs the ad- 
ditional costs and fees imposed 
by the statutes of the State of 
Alabama, and the latter such 
costs and fees shall be re- 
mitted pursuant to the said sta- 
tutes. All costs taxed for the 
city, as hereinabove provided, 
Shall be paid into the city 
treasury. 


E, Upon conviction, the court 
may, upon a showing of inability 
to make immediate payment of 
fines and costs, accept de- 
fendant’s bond with or without 
surety and with waiver of 
exemptions as to personally 
payable within ninety days, upon 
non-payment of which execution 
may issue as upon judgments in 
State courts. 

F, The Municipal Judge shall 
have the authority to continue 
the case from time to time to 
permit the fine and costs to 
be paid, remit fines, costs and 
fees, impose intermittent sen- 
tences, establish work release 
programs, require attendance 
of educational corrective or 
rehabilitative programs, sus- 
pend driving privileges for 
such times and under such 
conditions as provided by 
law and order hearings to 
determine the competency of 
the defendant to stand trial; 
provided further, that the 
judge may enter an order 
authorizing the defendant to 
drive under the conditions set 
forth in the order. 


G. All cases in municipal 
court shall be tried by a muni- 
cipal judge without a jury. 

H, The Municipal Judge may 
Suspend execution of sentence 


and place a defendant on pro- 
bation for varying periods of 
time, not to exceed two (2) 
years, under the procedures 
and conditions set out in Sec- 
tion 8-104(f) of Act 1205, 1975 
Regular Session, 

I, The Municipal Judge may 
administer oaths, compel the 
attendance of witnesses and 
compel the production of books 
and papers, punish by fine not 
exceeding fifty dollars ($50.00) 
and/or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding five days any person 
found and adjudged to be in 
contempt of court, and shall 
have power coextensive with the 
jurisdiction of the district court 
to issue writs and other pro- 
cess, and to approve and de- 
clare bonds forfeited. The 
Municipal Judge shall designate 
any other municipal officers 
who shall be authorized to ap- 
prove appearance and appeal 
bonds, 

J. The MunicipalCourt shall 
take judicial notice of the ord- 
inances of the municipality. 

K. The Sheriff of the county 
and all law enforcement officers 
of the municipality shall obey 
the municipal judge having legal 
authority in faithfully executing

C. A defendant may appeal 
in any case within fourteen days 
from the entry of judgment by 
filing notice of appeal and giving 
bond with or without surety ap- 
proved by the court or the 
clerk in an amount not more 


than $500.00 and costs, 
as fixed by the court, 
conditioned upon de- 


fendant’s appearance before the 
circuit court. The municipal 
court may waive appearance 
bond upon satisfactory showing 
that the defendant is indigent or 
otherwise unable to provide a 
surety bond, If an appeal bond 
is waived, adefendant sentenced 
to imprisonment shall not be 
released from custody, but may 
obtain release at any time by 
filing a ‘bond approved by the 


municipal court. If the de-

earliest practicable time. 
D.When an appeal has been 
taken, the municipality shall file 
the notice and other documents 
in the court to which the ap- 


peal is taken within fif- 
teen days, failing which 
the municipality shall 
be deemed to have aban- 


doned the prosecution, the de- 
fendant shall stand discharged 
and the bond shall be automat- 
ically terminated, 

E. Upon trial or plea of 
guilty in the circuit court on 
appeal, the court may impose 
any penalty or sentence which 
the municipal court might have 
imposed, 

F,Upon failure of an appel- 
lant to appear in circuit court 
when the case is called for 
trial, unless good cause for 
Such default is shown, the court 
shall dismiss the appeal and 
enter judgment of default onthe 
appeal bond, and may alsoissue 
a warrant for arrest of the 
appellant. A copy of the order 
shall be delivered by the cir- 
cuit clerk to the clerk of the 
municipal court. The circuit 
court may on motion of de- 
fendant made within thirty days 
of the order of dismissal, set 
aside the dismissal and other 
orders and reinstate the appeal 
on such terms as the court 
may prescribe for good cause 
shown by the defendant, 


G. Upon receipt of notice ot 
dismissal of an appeal, the mu- 
nicipal court may issue a war- 


‘rant for arrest of the defendant, 


who may also be arrested with- 
out a warrant as an escape, 
Upon arrest the defendant shall 
be delivered tothe municipal au- 
thorities and punished in 
accordance with the judgment 
of the municipal court. 

H. If a judgment is entered 
against a defendant upon appeal, 
the circuit court shall remand 


the defendant to the municipal 
authorities for punishment in 
accordance with the judgment of 
the circuit court, unless, when 
the judgment is for fine and 
costs only, the judgment is 
paid or a judgment is conferred 
therefor in favor of the muni- 
cipality with sureties or as 
otherwise provided for convic- 
tions under State law, 

I, Upon receipt of payment of 
fines and costs upon appeals, the 
clerk of the circuit court shall 
within thirty days pay ninety 
percent of such fines and for- 
feitures, and ten percent of the 
costs, to the treasurer of the 
municipality. The circuit clerk 
shall be liable on his bond for 
such fines and costs plus a pen- 
alty of five percent per month 
for default in such payments. 

J.From the judgment of the 
circuit court, the municipality, 
in a case holding invalid an 
ordinance, or the defendant in 
any case, may appeal to the 
court of criminal appeals in 
like manner as in cases of ap- 
peals for convictions of viola- 
tion of the criminal laws of the 
state. If the appeal is taken 
by the municipality, it shall 
not be required to give 
Surety for the cost of 
the appeal, When taken 
by the defendant, he may 
give bail with sufficient sure- 
ties, conditioned that he will 
appear and abide by the judg- 
ment of the appellate court, and 
failing to give bail he must be 
committed to the municipal jail; 
but he may give such bail at 
any time pending the ap- 
peal. When an appeal is 
taken by the defendant and 
bail is given pending 
the appeal, and the judgment of 
conviction is affirmed or the 
appeal is dismissed,the defend- 
ant is bound by the undertaking 
of bail to surrender himself to 
the municipal authorities within 
fifteen days from the date of 
Such affirmance or dismissal, 
and if he shall fail to do so, 
the clerk of the circuit court 
from which the appeal is tak- 


en, upon motion of the 
municipality, must endorse 
the bail bond for- 


feited, and a writ or writs of 
arrest must be issued by the 
clerk to the sheriff. Upon 
arrest the defendant shall be 
delivered to the municipal au- 
thorities and the sentence must 
without delay be carried out as 
if no appeal has been taken. 
If bail is forfeited as herein 
.provided, .a conditional judg- 
ment must be rendered by the 
court in favor of the munici- 
pality and the same proceedings 
had thereon for the municipality 
as is authorized by law to be 
had in the name of the state 
in state cases, 

Section 9, Warrants. The 
Municipal Judge is authorized 
to issue arrest and search war- 
rants upon affidavit for munici- 
pal ordinance violations return- 
able to the municipal court and 
for violations of state law re- 
turnable to any state court, 

Section 10, Magistrates. The 
Municipal Judge shall take steps 
to have a magistrate appointed 
for the City of Elba, Alabama, 
pursuant to Rule 18 of the 
Alabama Rules of Judicial Ad- 
ministration, The powers of 
the magistrate shall be limited 
to: (1)issuance of arrest war- 
rants; (2) granting of bail in 
minor misdemeanor prosecu- 
tions; (3) receiving of pleas of 
guilty in minor misdemeanors 
where a Schedule of fines has 
been prescribed by law or rule; 
(4) accountability to the muni- 
cipal court for all uniform traf- 
fic tickets and complaints, mon- 
ies received and records of 
offenses; and (5) such other 
authority as may be granted 
by law. 

Section 11. Acting Municipal 
Judge, In the absence from 
the city, death, disability, or 
disqualification of a municipal 
judge, for any reason, the mayor 
of the municipality shall have 
the authority todesignate a per- 
son, licensed to practice law 
in the state and a qualified 
elector of the state, not other- 
wise employed in any capacity 
by the municipality, to serveas 
acting municipal judge with all 
power and authority of a duly 
appointed municipal judge. No 
such acting judge may serve 
for more than thirty successive 
days or a total of sixty days 
in any calendar year; provided, 
that when the duly appointed 
municipal] judge is disqualified 
pursuant to the Constitution, 
the time of service limitations 
for acting judges shall not apply 
during such disqualification. 

Section 12. The Municipal 
Judge shall report on the pro- 
ceedings of the municipal court 
aS required by law or rule, 

Section 13. The Municipal 
Judge shall be required to make 
a report to the council gn the 
operation of the municipal court 
every month, 

Section 14, Severability 
Clause, Each and every pro- 
vision of this ordinance is 
hereby declared to be an inde- 
pendent provision and the hold- 


ing of any provision hereof to be 

void and invalid for any reason 
shall not affect any other pro- 
vision hereof, and it is hereby 
declared that the other provi- 
sions of this ordinance would 
have been enacted regardless 
of any provisions which might 
have been invalid, 


Section 15. Repealer, /ll 
ordinances or parts of ord- 
inances inconsistent herewith 
and in force at the time this 
ordinance takes effect are 
hereby repealed, 

Section 16. Effective Date, 
This ordinance shall become 
effective on December 27, 1977, 
following its passage, approval 
and publication as required by 
law,
